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MEMORANDA. 
DECEMBER QUARTER, 1925. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 30th September, 1925, was: males, 1,165,581; females, 
1,120,785 ; total, 2,286,365. The increase since 30th September, 1924, 
was 47,036, and since the census in April, 1921, 184,398. 


Vital Statistics—Deecemher Quarter, 1925.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in December quarter numbered 13,580, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 23-75 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,166, 
which is equivalent to 9-04 per 1,000 of population. The annual 
rate per 1,000 population of the 4,927 marriages registered was 8-62, 
Compared with the average of the December quarter of the pre- 
ceding five years the birth-rate was 6 per cent., the marriage-rate 2 
per cent., and the death-rate 2 per cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in December quarter 
numbered 5,580, equivalent to a rate of 21-79 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 2,856 were males and 2,724 females. The 
rate is 9 per cent. below the average of December quarter of the 
previous five years. : 

The deaths in December quarter numbered 2,293, namely, 1,253 
males and 1,040 females. The mortality rate of 8-95 per 1,000 of 
population per annum is 5 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for 
the December quarter. The deaths were below the average in age 
groups up to 5 years, but exceeded the average at and above that age. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 46-2 per 1,000 
births, and is 33 per cent. below the average for the December quarter 
of the previous five years, 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jmports—-The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the December quarter, 1925, were valued at 
£17,428,062, and show an increase in value of £2,261,031 in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of the previous -year. Scparating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
increased by £2,197,089, and gold increased by £63,942. Thetotal of all 
over-sea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1925, was £66,321,747, 
an increase of £8,096,707 in comparison with the previous financial year. 


Ezxports._The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
December quarter, 1925, amounted to £15,814,575, being a decrease in 
value of £3,586,831 as compared with the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), 
the exports of merchandise decreased by £3,640,906, and gold increased 
by £54,075. For the year ended 30th June, 1925, the total of all 
oversea exports was £60,577,205, being an increase of £17,430,059 
compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 


Imports at Sydney.-—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in December quarter, 
1925, were valued at £22,694,852. The following is a summary of the

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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Acecounts.—The preliminary state- 


ments of the Public Accounts show that the revenue for the 
December quarter, 1925, was £9,006,714, being a decrease of £200,653 


as compared with December quarter, 1924. 


Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 31st Decem- 
ber, 1925, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: 
Railways, £315,017 ; Collection of Motor Taxes (10 per cent.) £29,462 ; 
Sydney Harbour Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, ete, £19,812 ; Returns 


per capita to the State by Commonwealth Government, £14,550. 


The expenditure during December quarter, 1925, was £9,405,153, a 
decrease of £18,149 as compared with December quarter of previous 
year.

Gold Production.—The gold yield during December quarter, 1925, was 
3,867 oz. crude, equal to 3,485 oz. fine, valued at £14,803, and showed 
a decrease of £6,720 in value compared with December quarter, 
1924. The gold produced during the year ended 3!st December, 1925, 
amounted to 21,878 oz. crude, equal to 19,422 oz. fine, valued at 
£82,493. 

Land Selections.—In the half-year ended 31st December, 1925, there were 
581 applications for 424,726 acres for original holdings under the 
Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers’ 
Settlement Act; and 222,538 acres, representing 796 blocks, were 
set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1925, the number of 
applications for original holdings was 1,245 and the area applied for 
1,944,661 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 975,311 acres, representing 1,290 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.— From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney it appears that during 
December, 1925, the prices of meat were 404 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 69 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 60} per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed an increase of 2 per cent. com- 
pared with the previous month (November), this being the highest 
point reached since September, 1923. Prices of meat were 1} per 
cent. dearer than in November, and other food and groceries were 
2 per cent. dearer. Potatoes and eggs were much dearer, while 
butter, cheese, and onions were cheaper. 

Compared with the corresponding month (December) of 1924, 
meat was 24 per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 11 per 
cent. dearer; and the two combined were 7} per cent. dearer. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices. — During the December quarter, 1925, there was 
practically no variation in the general level of wholesale prices, 
which is now 31 per cent. lower than the highest point reached in 
July, 1920. 

During the quarter there was an increase of 9 per cent. in the 
index number of agricultural produce, and 3 per cent. in chemicals, 
while dairy produce decreased by 3 per cent. and wool, cotton, leather, 
and jute by 4 per cent. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 58 
commodities remained unchanged during the December quarter, 
24 increased, and 18 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the year ended 31st December, 1925, numbered 
10,802, as compared with 10,019 during the year ended 31st 
December, 1924. The suburbs in which the greatest activity was 
evident were Canterbury (with 1,370 new buildings), Randwick 
(with 1,151), Waverley (with 777), and Willoughby (with 697). 

Country Municipalities.—During the year ended 31st December, 
1925, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 
7,338 new buildings, of the value of £4,312,921, as compared with 
6,008 of a value of £3,747,801 during the year ended 31st Decem- 
ber, 1924.

Meteorology.—Very dry weather continued during October, seriously affect 
ing the agricultural and pastoral industries, particularly in the north of 
the State. A fairly good general rain at the close of the month, however, 
improved the situation. Strong north-west winds, followed by scattered 
rain, thunder, and hailstorms, did considerable damage about Sydney 
and at many country centres. 

Dvring November splendid rains were recorded over the whole State, 
and only in the division of Riverina was the mean rainfall of the month 
below normal, There were some severe thunderstorms; the worst 
losses through hail occurred at Tamworth and Tenterfield on the Ist, 
Galston on 20th, and Grafton on 21st November. Extensive rain 
occurred during the forty-eight hours ended 9 a.m. on 14th December, 
and good rain fell also on 30th and 31st December. 

Isolated hailstorms were reported on the north-eastern quarter on 
several occasions, damage being done to wheat and vegetable crops in 
the Grafton and Inverell districts and at Lismore. On the evening of 
1sth December the most severe earthquake ever recorded at Sydney 
caused considerable alarm. ‘The tremors were felt as far north as 
Newcastle and inland to Dubbo, but only very minor damage resulted, 

Labour Conditions in December Quarter, 1925.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports © 
that at the end of December there were about 3,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 2,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included workers 
in the iron trades, saddlers, wool and basil workers. Employment was 
good for bricklayers, plasterers, plumbers, and wire-netting workers, 
and there was a scarcity of women for domestic work. 


During the December quarter, 9,401 men and 1,168 women applied 
at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 7,948 men and 2,495 
women were sought by employers through the agency of the 
Exchanges, and 7,579 men and 1,538 women were placed in positions. 
In the previous quarter 14,058 persons applied for employment, 11,449 


positions were made available, and 10,262 persons were placed in 
positions. 


During the year 1925 the number of persons registered for employ- 
ment at the State Labour Exchanges was 45,284, viz., 40,701 men and 
4,583 women ; positions were made available by employers for 30,024. 
men and 9,326 women; and 33,63] persons, including 6,013 SR 
were sent to employment through the exchanges, Sa 


_ Dislocations.—During the December quarter 63,797 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 287,113 working days. In the previous quarter 
49,583 employees were involved, with the loss of 263,213 days. 


The time lost through industrial dispute dislocations during 1925 
amounted to 923,104 working days, the number of workers involved 
being 243,422, Corresponding figures for the previous year are 640,571 
working days and 185,268 workers. ;

No. 7.—Principal Causes of Death—During the Years ended 31st December,

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No. 49.—New South Wales Estimated Wheat Harvest, 1925-26. 


A preliminary estimate of the wheat harvest of the season, 1925-26, based upon retur: 
received from the wheat growers of the State, was published by the Acting Government Statisticia 
on the 27th January, 1926. 

The harvest is estimated st 1,247,000 bags, equivalent (on the basis of 3 bushels per bag) { 
33,741,000 bushels of grain. The yield of hay was 442,000 tons. The total area sown with wheat ws 
less than the estimate made in July last, being 3,640,900 acres. Of this area 2,849,800 acri 
were harvested for grain, 447,600 acrss for hay, and 343,500 acres either failed or were fed off. Th 
average yield of grain was 11°8 bushels per acre, being slightly greater than the average in the State fe 
the past ten seasuns. The total production represents a decrease of 26,044,0co bushels of grain an 
decrease of 90,030 tons of hay compared with the harvest of the previous season. 


The harvest results depend largely upon the distribution of the rainfall. During the months c 
July and August the rainfall was about normal, the excess or deficiences which occurred in the variov 
districts not being appreciable. In Ssptember, however, there was a pronounced shortage of rair 
while October was particularly dry throughout the State. 

The distributicn of the earlier rainfall did not favour a good harvest, and the November raing 
which were above the average in the wheat districts except the Riverins, which experienced a 30 pe 
ceut deficiency, slthough beneficial to some crops, were generally too late to be of appreciable benefit, | 


The average yield per acre for the State was 11°8 bushels per acre, which has been exceeded onl! 
three times curing the last ten years. 

The tetal area sown with whest was 307,780 acres less than iu the previous season, and the are 
harvested for grain 663,200 acres less. 

The nuaber of growers in the current seazon was 16,950 or 674 less than in last season.
